According to his dictionary it means 
the boss of .State affairs.

much on account, pending a settlement of 
the railroad tax question in the Courts. 
Attorney-General Marshall says th at the 
State is entitled to the money; whether so, 
or not, it is not the province of the Con­ 
troller to determine, and we believe that 
the people will so regard it. The farce 
lias gone far enough. Mr. D unn’s obstinacy 
is not injuring the railroad, while it is 
working a serious injury to the people.

Controller Dunn is indefatigable in his 
endeavors to occupy the chair of State. He 
started out to be Governor when he first 
took his place as Controller, and has not 
turned back one step. 
H e is trying to 
make a record as an obstructionist in the 
name of anti-monopoly, and so ironclad 
is he. in his endeavors to work up a boom 
on the Stockton Convention principle that 
he forgets that a majority of the people be­ 
longing to his party have repudiated that 
side-show. 
They are only a few of the 
bosses left to do honor to it, and they are 
held by the urgency of lawyer Dehnas, 
who can well afford to fight for a couple of 
years for a tee of $80,000.

C ity T ru ste e s. 
The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session at 10 a. m. yesterday, all the 
members present. 
City Attorney Anderson appeared before 
the Board and asked that a contingent fund 
be formed for the purpose of defraying the 
expense of telegraphing when the same is 
necessary to secure the arrest of an escap­ 
ing criminal. 
Mayor Brown thought this entirely un­ 
necessary. If at any time the City Attor­ 
ney or Chief of Police found it necessary 
to have recourse to the telegraph for the 
purpose of apprehending criminals, they 
could make out an itemized bill of the 
exjiense and it would be allowed by the 
Board. 
The City Attorney said the city, he 
thought, now in a position to dictate their 
own terms. 
This idea was suggested by 
the recent decision of Judge Field, ren­ 
dered on Monday last in the Montgomery 
avenue case. 
He said we have alwav's 
contended our bonds were illegally issued. 
The learned Judge, in deciding the ease re­ 
ferred to, says it is a matter that can he in­ 
quired into and the legality of tiie bonds 
assailed, even though they are in the hands 
of innocent |iarties. 
He thought it was a 
matter that should at once be passed upon 
in the Supreme Court of the United States. 
Mayor Brown said stejis had already- 
been taken to do what the City Attorney 
snggested. 
The matter would "lie laid be­ 
fore the Supreme Court of the United 
States without delay. 
Mayor Brown said many persons were 
asking whether or not the trustees would 
stand uji during the State fair and pro­ 
hibit unlawful gaming. He thought the 
State Fair should not liavq anything to do 
with the directing of the morals of the 
community. If it was unlawful to gamble 
immediately before and immediately after 
the State Fair, it was certainly illegal to do 
so during the time of the lair. He said 
■■ wc will back the officers in the perform­ 
ance of their whole duty in this matter, it 
necessary with all tlie money there is in 
our treasury. All illegal games wherever 
found within the city limits must he 
stopped and the violators of the law ar­ 
rested and punished.” The Directors of 
the State Agricultural Society would be 
requested to see to it that no wheels or 
other gambling devices were allowed to be 
put tin in and around the park. Their 
lieartv co-ojic-ration with the officers would 
be specially asked. 
In answer to a question by the Mayor, 
the City Attorney said the Police Judge 
had jurisdiction, and visitors to games 
were amenable as well as those who play 
at and conduct the games. 
_ Trustee Nielsen said that he had been 
informed by the County Board of Supervis­ 
ors that they would meet at 2 r. m. on 
Tuesday, for the jiurj>ose of considering the 
debris question, and the members of the 
Board ol Trustees were invited to be pres­ 
ent. The invitation was accepted. 
Mayor Brown said he was in favor of 
stopping hydraulic mining, if such a thing 
were possible—an opinion indorsed by the 
other members of the Board. 
H. C. Wolff, engineer of the Water 
Works, reported that during the past week 
the machinery had been in operation 168 
hours. The Hollv pumped 14.067,750 gal­ 
lons, the C. P. 16^589,000; total, 30,656,750 
gallons. 
Chas. E. Baker, Poundiuaster, tendered 
his resignation as Poundiuaster, which was 
accepted. His successor will be elected on 
Monday uext. 
The petition of property-owners to open 
Twenty-fourth street, from R to V, was 
referred to the Street Commissioner. 
The City Tapper, J. W. Watt, reported 
ready for duty, and was requested to go to 
work on Tuesday. 
Trustee Jones said he, in company with 
others, had visited the Blue Lakes and 
head waters of the Moquelumne river, and 
found an abundant supply of clear, pure 
water. If it could he transmitted to this 
city in its purity it would be just what Sac­ 
ramento most needed and desired. 
Mayor Brown said he would be willing 
to give the Amador Canal Company$35,000 
jier annum if they would put that clear, 
pure water in here as they proposed, but 
he thought we should first see what could 
he done with the artesian water just east of 
the city. It that supply was inexhausti­ 
ble, he did not think it was necessary to 
look farther. 
After auditing a number of hills and or­ 
dering them paid, the Board adjourned.
